O Police overtime on track to surpass 
2010’s extra wages by $1M by year-end

The spike in city sla 5 hngs has put 
a strain on the Edmonton Police 
Service’s resources, and not only 
is it being felt in overtime dollars 
spent, it’s also affecting the offi¬ 
cers. 

“It has a trickle-down effect to 
the entire department. It’s like rob¬ 
bing Peter to pay Paul,” said Sgt. 
Tony Simioni, president of the 
Edmonton Police Association. 

In the homicide unit alone, 
$284,000 more has been spent on 
overtime pay this year compared to 
2010. 

Simioni said he hopes the mur¬ 
der count is culled, adding the 
department has done well to 
“weather the storm” in a year with 
38 homicides already on the books. 

The impact of the deaths, one 
fewer than 2005’s record rate, has 
been felt most by those working 
to solve them, he said. 

“It’s excessive. It’s already had 
some effect in terms of officer 
fatigue and exhaustion, and peo¬ 
ple not wanting to answer the 
phone to work overtime,” said 
Simioni.

Blond genes: Now on sale 

O Danish sperm bank offers discount on blond, redheaded donors 
O It’s an issue of supply and demand, not discrimination, says company

A sperm bank in Denmark 
has announced it is no 
longer accepting dona¬ 
tions from blond- and red- 
haired men. The Cryos 
international sperm bank 
in Aarhus said its “Nordic” 
specimens — including 
140,000 doses from red¬ 
heads — are being sold on 
a discount due to a lack of 
demand. 

“We have too much 
sperm from men 
with Scandinavian fea¬ 
tures, and relatively few 
customers request it, 
so we’re attempting to 
sell it at a lower price — a 
sale, if you will,” Ole 
Schou, director of Ciyos, 
told Metro. 

Sperm from dark¬ 
haired, brown-eyed men 


sells at the normal price, 
Schou added. 

“We sell out very quick¬ 
ly, and we haven’t yet 
managed to recruit 
enough dark-haired, 
brown-eyed donors. Cur¬ 
rently, we turn away all 
donor candidates with 


Cryos representatives say 
they have experienced an 
angry backlash after re¬ 
fusing to accept donors 
with red hair. 

“We have received a 
number of complaints 
from redheads from all 
over the world. Some are 
veiy angry.... They accuse 
us of racism,” said direc¬ 
tor Ole Schou. 

He is surprised at the 
backlash, and he apolo¬ 
gized to those who are of- 


blond, dark-blond and red 
hair as well as blue, grey 
and green eyes. Instead, 
we’re looking for those 
with dark hair and brown 
eyes.” 

Schou pointed out that 
the sperm bank does not 
discriminate against any 


fended by Cryos’ actions. 

“1 can assure you, we 
don’t discriminate 

against anyone. We have 
nothing against redheads. 
We’re simply trying to 
meet the demands of our 
customers,” he said. 

These days, Ciyos rep¬ 
resentatives spend a great 
deal of time turning away 
angry redheaded donor 
candidates because they 
say it is a waste of re¬ 
sources. 


group. He simply wants to 
deliver the type of sperm 
the customers ask for. 

“We need to get better 
at recruiting donors of 
other ethnicities right 
here in Denmark,” Schou 
said. 

The surplus inventory 
of sperm from blond men 
is the result of being head¬ 
quartered in Aarhus, 
where male students from 
the nearby university earn 
money by donating sperm.

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Fight for life ends 
for *Baby Joseph’ 


An Ontario boy whose fam¬ 
ily’s struggle to keep him 
alive despite overwhelming 
odds spurred an interna¬ 
tional end-of-life debate has 
died about four months be¬ 
fore his second birthday, a 
family spokesman said yes¬ 
terday 

Joseph Maraachli, who 
became widely known as 
Baby Joseph, died at home 
Tuesday afternoon, accord¬ 
ing to Brother Paul O’Don¬ 
nell of St. Paul, Minn., the 
family’s spokesman and 
spiritual adviser. The boy 
was 20 months old. 

Joseph suffered firom the 
progressive neurological 
disease Leigh S 3 mdrome. 
Earlier this year, doctors at 
London Health Sciences 
Centre in Ontario refused 
to perform a tracheotomy 
to extend his life, sa 3 dng it 
was futile because the dis¬ 
ease was terminal. An On-

tario court decided doctors 
could remove the child’s 
breathing tube. 

His family sought help 
from American hospitals. 
Cardinal Glennon Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital in St. Louis 
agreed to treat Joseph, and 
he was brought to St. Louis 
in March. He spent one 
month at Cardinal Glen¬ 
non. 


Legal battle 


Joseph’s story drew inter¬ 
national attention after 
doctors in Canada deter¬ 
mined that he was in a 
permanent vegetative 
state and his condition 
was deteriorating. 

► When those doctors 
decided to take him off of 
assisted breathing, 
Joseph's parents, who lost 
an 18 -month-old child to 
the same disease eight 
years ago, challenged the 
hospital’s finding in court 
but lost. 

“All they were really ask¬ 
ing for was to bring their 
son home, and let God de¬ 
cide when and if he should 
die, not the doctors,” 
O’Donnell said.

An Ottawa-area woman 
plans to live stream the 
birth of her third child, 
and is inviting would-be 
viewers to sign up to re¬ 
ceive an email when she 
goes into labour. 

Nancy Salgueiro, a chi¬ 
ropractor and childbirth 
educator, has posted a 
video on the website your- 
birthcoach.com to explain 
why she is opening the 
birth to the world. 


“In our culture, we’ve 
created this idea of fear 
and this visual image of 
what birth is, with TV and 
with sitcoms, and with the 
stories that we’ve heard in 
the last few generations 
that have really created 
just this culture of fear 
and secrecy and privacy,” 
she explained. 

“We don’t know what to 
expect as women going in¬ 
to labour ourselves, and 1 


really believe that it’s im¬ 
portant for women to see 
what a normal natural 
birth is like.” 

Salgueiro is due in early 
October, but noted that 
“due dates don’t mean a 
whole lot” and the baby 
could come an 3 dime from 
now to late October. 

Salgueiro said she has 
had two “wonderful” 
home births already.

Saudi King Abdullah has 
overturned a court ruling 
sentencing a Saudi woman 
to be lashed 10 times for 
defying the kingdom’s ban 
on female drivers, a gov¬ 
ernment official said.

Tabloid spies

I don’t know whether it’s 
good that most of the buzz 
heading into the new NHL sea¬ 
son is that the league is actual¬ 
ly punishing players when 
they attempt to decapitate 


each other. 

I’m glad the league is enforcing its rule- 
book, but it feels like applauding your 
neighbourhood restaurant because they’ve 
finally dealt with the rat hair. 

Yes, the league — after decades of down- 
pla 3 dng violence as “part of the game” — is 
now cracking down if players are reckless with an 
opponent’s braincase. 

Such is the NHL that this is considered a breakthrough. 
In case you don’t eat/breathe/sweat/secrete/expectorate 
hockey like me, here’s the deal. For years, NHL discipline 
worked like this: 

• One player attacks another, possibly with a chainsaw 
(this is a fanciful example and only happened a couple of 
times). 

• The league notes that there is no mention of a chain¬ 
saw in the rulebook, so its 
hands are tied. 

• The players say hockey 
is a fast game and the 
attacker probably just 
meant to use the chainsaw 
as a bludgeon. 

• During the next game, 
the chainsaw wielder and 
an “enforcer” on the other 
team have a fistfight. This 
makes eveiything OK. 

This system worked for a 
while, but what do you 
think the league did when 
great players such as Pat La- 
Fontaine and Eric Lindros 
had their careers cut short? 

If you said “Nothing!” 
then you have a bright 
future as a National Hockey

So the league hired a new disciplinarian (former player 
Brendan Shanahan) to replace the old one (a macaque 
with a Magic 8-Ball). Shanahan swiftly handed out a huge 
eight-game suspension — your salaiy for a year, basically 
— because of a simple hit from behind. It used to be that 
an eight-game suspension probably involved an autopsy, 
at minimum. 

The league’s website even has a slick “Suspensions” sec¬ 
tion, tucked in between the highlights and the pro shop. 
This is either heartening or depressing. 

The league — which was slow to enforce hooking and 
holding penalties, to shrink goaltender’s equipment, to 
ban head shots — usually makes the right decision even¬ 
tually — but almost always one moment too late. 

A little anticipation would be nice. Or as Gretzky might 
put it, the league needs to learn to go where the screw-ups 
are going to be, not where they’ve been.

Millions of children were 
back to school a month 
ago. But not in many 
countries in sub-Saharan 
Africa, Asia or the Middle 
East. 

Around the world, al¬ 
most 70-niillion elemen- 
taiy-school-aged 
children, especially girls, 
don’t go to school at all. 
Millions more receive a 
poor-quality education 
and will not be able to 
read, write or count. 

Investing in basic edu¬ 
cation is one of the best 
ways to fight poverty. In 
the last decade, the num¬ 
ber of out-of-school 
primaiy-school-aged chil¬ 
dren has decreased from 
102 million to 67 million, 
with support from mech¬ 
anisms like Education for 
All - Fast Track Initiative 
(FTl). 

As more countries rec¬ 
ognize the importance of 
basic education, there 
has been an 

unprecedented demand 
for education resources 
globally. 

Canada is among the 
rich countries contribut¬ 
ing to the FH, but is still 
not contributing its fair 
share. Thus, it is time for 
Canada to commit to a 
total of $125 million over 
three years.

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Don’t let perennials 

O Potted perennials can survive winter but need some TLC before the cold 


DIY IDEAS 


Perennials and containers 
make a great gardening 
combination, but they will 
quickly go to pot if over¬ 
looked in the winter. 

Plant roots are vulnera¬ 
ble to freezing in contain¬ 
ers, where the soil hardens 
more than it would in the 
ground. 

Stems and branches — 
particularly those on small 
trees and shrubs — need 
protection from the deep 
chill as well as from snow 
and icy buildups. 

Containers should be 
cared for to prevent splin¬ 
tering and crumbling. 

“The most important 
thing you can do when 
overwintering container 


plants is ensure that they’re 
vigorous and established,” 
said Leonard Peny, an ex¬ 
tension horticulturist with 
the University of Vermont. 

“Young plants that you 
just pop into a pot and 
haven’t rooted yet may not 
do so well,” Perry said. “The 
healthier they are going in, 
the better their chances.” 

Perennials should sur¬ 
vive long periods of ex¬ 
treme cold if given 
pre-season care. That in¬ 
cludes: 

Feeding 

Slow-release fertilizers ap¬ 
plied before the first killing 
frosts arrive boost plant 
hardiness. Feeding should 
end once the plants go dor¬ 
mant. “With good fertility, 
you don’t have as many 
overwintering problems,”

Trenching 

Bury pots — plants and all 
— for improved 
insulation. Add a layer of 
mulch. 

Unearth and return 
them to their usual sites 
the following spring. 


Covering 

An3^hing from evergreen 
boughs to blankets, straw 
to shredded bark can be 
used to safeguard pots and 
their contents. 

Securing a piece of bub¬ 
ble wrap or burlap around 
the pots also helps. Be 
quick to remove them once 
the weather warms. 

Storing indoors 

Move potted plants into an 
unheated garage, base¬ 
ment, greenhouse, cold 
frame or similar site that 
matches their hardiness 
zone. Make sure it’s a place 
where the temperature 
stays above freezing. 

And don’t forget rodent 
control. Mice like to cosy up 
to container plants in cold 
weather, especially those 
that include grasses.

Dubnyk fighting to be No. 1

Goaltender Devan Dubnyk 
is no longer just happy be¬ 
ing in the NHL. He’s anx¬ 
ious to prove he’s ready for 
a prime-time role with the 
Edmonton Oilers. 

It’s unclear whether 
Dubnyk, selected 14th over¬ 
all by Edmonton in the 
2004 entiy draft, has con¬ 
vinced coach Tom Renney 
to make him the club’s 
starter when it opens the 
regular season against Pitts¬ 
burgh Oct. 9.
